WASHINGTON, Dec. 15~Federal financial help to dou ble college en­ 
rollments by 19 80 was proposed today by President Tru man's commission 
on higher edu cation. 
Adding a denu nciation of minority “qu ota systems" and racial segre­ 
gation in schooling to its first report, the 28-member body said the United 
States not only faces shortages of doctors, teachers and others bu t stands 
in peril of fostau ng an "intellectu al elite.” 
Tru man released the 103-page docu ment with a statem ent u rging all 
citizens "examine it carefu lly." 
• ---------------------------------— 
— 
“For the great majority of ou r 
boys and girls,” the report said, 
“the k ind and amou nt of edu cation 
they may hope to attain depends, 
not on their abilities, bu t on the 
family or commu nity into which 
they happen to be bom or, worse 
still, on the color of their sk in or 
the religion of their parents.” 
The report criticized the “qu ota 
system" for admission by which it 
said many u niv ersities deny learn­ 
ing to “certain minorities, partic­ 
u larly to Negroes and Jews.” 
“This practice is a v iolation of a 
major American principle and is 
contribu ting to the growing tension 
in one of the most cru cial areas of 
ou r democracy,” said the commis­ 
sion headed by George F. Zook , 
president of the American Cou ncil 
on Edu cation. 
Cite Inequ alities 
The report asserted that despite 
laws gu aranteeing equ al adv antages. 
Inferior edu cation is giv en to Neg­ 
roes in the 17 states and the District 
of Colu mbian where segregation is 
practiced. 
TO perpetu ate a system in which 
the “u nderpriv ileged areas and fam­ 
ilies” su pply most of the children, 
withou t assu ring them fu ll edu ca­ 
tional opportu nity, is “su re to prov e 
disastrou s to the lev el of ou r cu ltu re 
and to the whole fabric of ou r dem­ 
ocratic institu tions,” the docu ment 
contended. 
Fou r sou thern members of the 
commission dissented from the find­ 
ings on segregation, 
particu larly 
with reference to edu cation in the 
sou th. They were Arthu r H. Comp­ 
ton, chancellor of Washington u ni­ 
v ersity, St. Lou ts, Mo.; Goodrich 
White, president of Emory u niv er­ 
sity, Atlanta; Dou glas 8.

Prime Minister Dead 


LONDON, Dec. 15- Earl Baldwin, 
80, thrice prime minister o 4 Britain, 
died in his sleep Satu rday at his 
home in Stou rport, Worcestershire— 
11 years after he had forced Edward 
VIII to renou nce his throne as the 
price for choosing 
to 
marry 
an 
American div orcee. 
It was Prime 
Minister 
Stanley 
Baldwin and the late Cosmo Gordon 
Lang, Archbishop of Canterbu ry, 
who told Edward that he mu st re­ 
nou nce either the throne or twice- 
div orced Wallis* Warfield Simpson, 
Edward chose abdication. 
It was Baldwin, who on Dec. 10 
stood before the hou se of commons 
with tears in his eyes and deliv ered 
the message of abdication from Ed­ 
ward. a personal friend. 
Shortly thereafter Baldwin be­ 
came Earl Baldwin of Bewdley and 
retired to his birthplace In Stou r- 
oort to “raise pigs.” 
Baldwin, often described as the 
“most English of Englishmen," was 
a conserv ativ e in politics who be­ 
liev ed firmly in British-American 
cooperation.

Baldwin was one of the first 
English men to realize the menace 
of Nazism, and 
on Ju ly 31. 1934 
electrified the hou se of commons

Go v ernment Ma kes Pla ns 
To Defla te Ruble? Ends

MOSCOW. Dec. 15—The Sov iet 
gov ernment has annou nced In a de­ 
cree signed by Prime Minister S ta­ 
lin that it will attem pt to check

The Moscow radio broadcast to 
the Ru ssian people the news of 
the decree, which was issu ed by the 
cou ncil of ministers (cabinet) and 
the Commu nist party. 
(The decree was the first admis­ 
sion by the U.8.S.R. that the con­ 
trolled Ru ssian economy had been 
affected by post-war inflation. The 
Sov iet action came 10 days after a 
statem ent in Washington by Under­ 
secretary of State Robert Lov ett 
that something "in the natu re pf 
panic bu ying" had gripped Ru ssia 
following ru mors of impending de­ 
v alu ation of the ru ble.) 
(American officials in Washing­ 
ton were k eenly interested in the 
mov e in v iew of continu ed Ru ssian 
insistence on how sou nd the So­ 
v iet was econom ically^ compared 
to capitalistic cou ntries.)
